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Caffeine, hell 
of a drug? 



Popularity of caffeinated products reignites debate

NEW YORK The shaky hands, the anxiety, that “buzz” you get in your bones — caffeine has some 
curious side effects. 

Thought of by many as one of the last few legal “drugs” (along with nicotine and alcohol), 
caffeine is a staple of academic and professional life, getting you through that final exam or 
that all-nighter before work. 

Yet some nutritionists claim caffeine consumption has gotten out of control, even as dozens 
of Facebook groups make fun of the so-called “caffeine addiction.” 

In past years, caffeine was found largely in coffee and sodas. Today, it’s added to candy and 
even cosmetics. This recent influx of caffeinated products has raised serious questions about 
caffeine’s health effects, a topic that consumers and health experts 
have debated for years. 

“Caffeine has the same characteristic as other dangerous drugs: It 
is psychoactive; you build up a tolerance requiring more to achieve the 
same effect; it has negative withdrawal effects once you stop consum- 
ing it; and it is very possible to overdose at larger doses,” said Nikita 
Alexandrov, an Auburn University sophomore who uses Facebook to 
educate others on what he sees as a caffeine epidemic. 

“SumSeeds”— caffeinated sunflower seeds— made their debut in 
2007 and became an instant hit. Treats like caffeine mints and “Jolt” 
caffeinated candy that promise to keep consumers awake are popular 
among kids and high school students. 

Caffeine has even infiltrated the cosmetics market, with companies 
selling “caffeinated lotion,” claiming the face cream makes users look younger and— dare we 
say it?— more alert. 

Jonathan Ulaszek became passionately interested in spreading the anti-caffeine message in 
2004, the year he graduated from Beloit College in Wisconsin. Ulaszek said his perspective 
on caffeine changed after reading “The Great American Detox Diet” by Alex Jamieson. 

“I find myself surrounded by people that are hooked on coffee or soda,” said Ulaszek. “I watch 
people all day stay slaves to coffee and soda. If they don’t have it, they can’t seem to function.” 

But many medical experts believe this heightened awareness of caffeine consumption is 
unwarranted. 

“There are no harmful health consequences for using caffeine over a long period of time,” 
said Dr. Herbert Muncie, a clinician and professor of medicine at Louisiana State University 
who has written extensively on the issue of caffeine consumption over the last 10 years. “There 
are some short-term effects— people can get a little nervous, a little jittery Probably there are 
some withdrawal symptoms, although studies find it hard to prove. 

“For me, for something to be truly addictive, you have to have adverse health consequences, 
withdrawal— which there may be— and neurological changes in the brain,” said Muncie. “We 
don’t normally see people engage in criminal activity to get caffeine.”

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5 SUSPECTED CASES OF SWINE FLU 
IN CHICAGO FUEL GROWING WORRY

State public health officials Wednesday were tracking nine suspected cases 
of swine flu in Illinois as the World Health Organization raised its alert 
status to Level 5, a step from declaring a global pandemic. 

The Illinois Department of Public Health said people likely infected 
with the new flu virus included five in Chicago, one in DuPage County, 
two in Kane County and one in Lake County, ranging in age from 6 to 36. 

The University of Chicago Medical Center announced that two of the 
nine were employees there. 

Among the probable cases of swine flu that were reported Wednesday by 
the state health department were:

» A 12-year-old girl in Rogers Park, a student 
at Kilmer Elementary School. 

» A 20 -year-old man in Rogers Park, a student 
at Loyola University Chicago. 

» A 25-year-old man in Lakeview 
» A 36 -year-old woman in Woodlawn. 

» A 35-year-old woman in Hegewisch. 

On Saturday Michael Hairsine, 20, a politi- 
cal science major at Loyola, said he thought he 
had allergies. On Sunday he woke up with body 
aches. By Sunday night, his fever was so high 
his dorm roommates were icing him down. 

On Monday, he visited the campus clinic 
and was packed off to an emergency room, 
then to quarantine, and then back to his par- 
ents’ home near St. Louis. 


“I could hardly move,” Hairsine said by 
phone. “It was a chore to get out of bed. I felt 
absolutely terrible. I feel like it still is the flu, 
but it’s not so terrible that people should be 
freaking out the way they are.” 

Even so, there is cause for concern. Doctors 
and pharmacists are worried about running 
low on the antiviral medicine Tamiflu. 

Hand sanitizers were set up Wednesday 
at city airports and at a Chicago Lire soccer 
game at Toyota Park in Bridgeview. 

Early Wednesday, the first U.S. fatality from 
the swine flu was announced: a 23 -month-old 
Mexican boy who had traveled with his fam- 
ily to Texas. 

The flu outbreak is suspected of killing 159 


people in Mexico and has sickened thousands. 
Live new states announced Wednesday that 
they had confirmed cases of swine flu, bring- 
ing to 11 the total number of states with cases 
confirmed by the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

The rapid spread of the virus has prompt- 
ed three school closings in the Chicago area, 
including Kilmer Elementary School in 
Rogers Park. At a nearby church, St. Ignatius 
Roman Catholic Church, Rev Joe Jackson 
said the communion will be altered during 
weekend worship. 

As the outbreak spread, the WHO took 
the unprecedented step of raising the infec- 
tious disease alert level to 5. At this level of 


alert, the likelihood of a pandemic “is very 
high or inevitable,” said Dr. Keiji Lukuda, 
WHO’s assistant director-general. The high- 
est level, 6, would indicate that a pandemic 
was under way 

Outside Kilmer, the first Chicago-area 
school closed, parent Antonia Garcia said 
she can’t seem to get away from the specter 
of swine flu. 

Lirst her sister in Mexico called to say a 
clinic was testing her for the virus, and then 
the school attended by her 4-year-old pre- 
schooler Justin was shut down. 

“When they called me, I felt chills in my 
body” she said. “I’m worried for my children.” 


FACTS ABOUT 
SWINE FLU 

Here are some questions and answers 
about the science of swine flu-the H1N1 
virus spreading around the world:

What makes this swine flu virus special? 

It’s a novel combination of bird, pig and 
human viral genes never before found in 
the U.S. or elsewhere, so people have no 
immunity to it. It’s a descendant of the 
H1N1 virus that killed tens of millions of 
people worldwide in the pandemic of 1918- 
1919, mixed in with recent strains of swine 
and bird flu viruses. 


How does this H1N1 virus differ from the H1N1 
that caused the Spanish flu pandemic in 1918-1919? 

That virus developed various changes over the years, so it’s similar 
but not identical to its ancestor-like a grandson who resembles 
but also differs from his grandfather. So far, H1N1 is not as virulent 
as the previous strain, but that could change. The earlier pandemic 
began mildly in 1918, but returned in a devastating second wave 
six months later. Experts fear that could happen again. Hence they 
are rushing to develop a vaccine by this fall. 


How does one person 
catch H1N1 from others? 

The virus can be transmitted 
through the air-by a cough or a 
sneeze-or by a handshake or by 
touching an infected surface, such 
as a doorknob. The virus can live 
for up to two hours outside a cell. It 
can’t be passed by eating pork.

Most festivals still on 


One of the city’s Cinco de Mayo cel- 
ebrations, the Mexican Civil Society of 
Illinois festival at Navy Pier, has been 
canceled because of concerns about 
swine flu— but two others are scheduled 
to go on as planned. 

In Little Village, the 26th annual Cinco 
de Mayo parade Sunday and weekend- 
long festival in Douglas Park are going 
forward, though the lone group that was 
supposed to come from Mexico— com- 
mentators from ESPN Deportes— has 
canceled, said Rosa Vasquez, event direc- 


tor with the Cermak Road Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry 

In Pilsen, Mole de Mayo, to be held 
Saturday, has been unaffected by swine 
flu concerns, said Hector Saldana, direc- 
tor of commercial development with 
the Eighteenth Street Development 
Corp. 

“Obviously, we’re still crossing our 
fingers,” Saldana said. “But I don’t think 
that just because we’re in a Mexican 
neighborhood that there’s necessarily

Why does this disease at the moment 
seem to be more deadly in Mexico than in 
the U.S. or other countries? 

It’s possible that many cases of mild disease in 
Mexico went undetected, making the mortality 
rate appear to be higher there than it does here. 
It’s also possible that the virus strain in the U.S. 
differs slightly from the one in Mexico, making 
it less virulent. 


Why does H1N1 seem to attack healthy young adults more than sick 
and elderly people, who are most affected by ordinary seasonal flu? 

Young adults have a healthy immune system that launches a massive 
counterattack of antibodies against the flu virus. Unfortunately, the 
counterattack can cause an overwhelming inflammation that damages 
other organs, such as the lungs. Elderly people with weaker immune 
systems are less likely to suffer from such harmful inflammation. Older 
people exposed to earlier flu epidemics might also have some residual 
immunity in their systems. 


Mexican 
backlash 
unwarranted 

It was only a matter of time 
before the hatemongers 
would start to blame illegal 
immigrants for the swine 
flu and stir up anti-Mexican 
sentiment. “Make no mistake 
about it: Illegal aliens are 
the carriers of the new strain 
of human-swine avian flu from Mexico,” Michael 
Savage stated in his April 24 nationally syndicated 
show, according to nonprofit group Media Matters. 
“If we lived in saner times, the borders would be 
closed immediately” 

In an April 25 blogpost, syndicated columnist and 
Fox News contributor Michelle Malkin, wrote, “9/11 
didn’t convince the open-borders zealots to put down 
their race cards and confront reality Maybe the threat 
of their sons or daughters contracting a deadly virus 
spread from south of the border to their Manhattan 
prep schools will.” 

We have to debunk the hate. First of all, there’s no 
evidence illegal immigrants are bringing the swine flu 
into the U.S. and other countries. It appears it maybe 
carried by American and European tourists who have 
visited Mexico. 

But the hysteria over the swine flu has to stop. 

There have been 159 deaths in Mexico. Only seven 
have been confirmed as swine flu and the rest are 
suspected, according to the World Health Organization 
and the Centers for Disease Control. But the 
population in Mexico is more than 100 million. 

I don’t think that’s cause enough for us to close the 
borders or boycott Mexico. 

There also is, tragically, one confirmed death in 
the U.S., a 23 -month-old Mexican boy He traveled 
with his family to Matamoros, Mexico, from Mexico 
City on a commercial flight, to visit relatives in 
Brownsville, Texas, just across the border. 

More important to note is that there are an 
estimated 36,000 people who die from flu-related 
causes each year in the U.S., according to the CDC. 

It’s true that the swine flu is nearing pandemic 
status because of its potential to be more virulent than 
the regular flu. But the point is that there are people 
who are using this to incite anti-immigration anger. 

TV networks need to put the actual numbers into 
perspective— swine flu vs. regular flu. So far you’re 
more likely to die from the regular flu. 

If it makes you feel better, go ahead and wash your 
hands more often and use hand sanitizer. But I don’t 
think we all need to start wearing masks or pulling the 
kids out of school. 

Let’s not bash Mexico or view Mexicans or brown 
people in the U.S. with suspicion. We have to stand up 
to the people fomenting all the fear and hysteria.

Chicago State University trustees 
Wednesday chose Wayne Watson, chan- 
cellor of the City Colleges of Chicago, as 
president, replac- 
ing ousted leader 
Elnora Daniel. 

The announce- 
ment at a trustees' 
meeting was greet- 
ed with boos. 
Watson was 
Watson selected over Carol 

Adams, secretary 
of the Illinois Department of Human 
Services. Critics characterized both of 
them as political insiders. 

“I feel that I'm at a funeral, and we 
are presiding over the burial of hope and 
change,” said Yan Searcy, president of the 
Faculty Senate, during the period for pub- 
lic comment after the vote. 

Chicago State faculty and students have 
argued they were excluded from the search 
process and have criticized the two finalists 
as local political insiders. Earlier this month, 
13 of the 15 members of the campus’ search 
advisory committee resigned in protest. 

When Chicago State University

Immigration march smaller but still relevant

As with many public events in Chicago 
this week, the specter of the swine flu 
outbreak promises to hover over a planned 
immigration march on Friday, though city 
officials said Wednesday that there are no 
health risks involved in participating in the 
open-air demonstration. 

Still, concerns stemming from the health 
scare may add to other factors in making 
this year’s march pale in comparison to the 
massive demonstrations filling the Loop 
the past three years. 


The event is scheduled to begin in Union 
Park at 10 a.m. Friday, ending at Federal 
Plaza during the early afternoon. 

The fact that the Obama administra- 
tion has eased up on deportations and 
that congressional leaders have expressed 
willingness to pursue federal immigration 
reforms may reduce this year’s turnout. 
Organizers are attempting to fan the frus- 
tration still burning among immigrants 
over past failures at immigration reforms. 

“We marched. We voted. We went 
through the process of citizenship ... 


and we don’t see no change so far,” said 
organizer Jorge Mujica. 

A report released Wednesday by the 
Chicago Council on Global Affairs con- 
cluded that Mexican immigration to the 
Midwest has counteracted a steady popu- 
lation decline in the region while filling 
service industry jobs that have been the 
area’s fastest-growing sector. Many recent 
immigrants, however, are undocumented 
and remain locked in poverty, affecting 
the region’s potential for growth, the study 
found.

Transit projects 
in jeopardy? 

About $i billion worth of mass transit 
improvements recently approved under the 
state’s mini-capital bill may be in jeopardy, 
but Chicago-area transit agencies are not yet 
shelving the ready-to-go projects, officials 
said Wednesday 

Gov. Pat Quinn put a freeze on the tran- 
sit projects— but not on road and bridge 
repairs — by holding back on the bonding nec- 
essary to finance the transit piece, said state 
Sen. Martin Sandoval (D-Chicago), chairman 
of the Senate Transportation Committee. 

He said the three transit agencies were 
ordered to not commit any money and to 
stop all planning for the projects. 

Katie Ridgway, a spokeswoman for Quinn, 
said Wednesday that “there is nothing on hold, 
and it’s the governor’s intention that transit 
projects will get started this construction sea- 
son.” She would not comment further. 

Transit officials, meanwhile, said they are 
moving forward with the expectation the mat- 
ter will be resolved. 

The CTA is set to receive $495.9 million 
to buy hybrid buses, overhaul existing buses, 
replace track on the Red Line and make other 
renovations, officials said.

New sentences sought 
for crack convictions 


WASHINGTON The Obama administration 
joined a federal judge Wednesday in urging 
Congress to end a racial disparity by equalizing 
prison sentences for dealing and using crack versus 
powdered cocaine. 

“Jails are loaded with people who look like me,” 
U.S. District Judge Reggie Walton, an African- 
American, told a Senate Judiciary subcommittee 
hearing. 

Assistant Atty Gen. Lanny Breuer said the 
administration believes Congress’ goal “should be 
to completely eliminate the disparity” between the 
two forms of cocaine. 

‘A growing number of citizens view it as funda- 


mentally unfair,” Breuer testified. 

It takes ioo times more powdered cocaine than 
crack cocaine to trigger the same harsh mandatory 
minimum sentences. 

Sen. Dick Durbin (D-Ill.), who chairs the sub- 
committee, said: “Under current law, mere pos- 
session of five grams of crack— the weight of five 
packets of sweetener— carries the same sentence 
as distribution of half a kilogram of powder, or 500 
packets of sweetener.” 

Durbin said more than 81 percent of those con- 
victed for crack offenses in 2007 were African- 
American, although only about 25 percent of crack 
cocaine users are African-Americans.

Obama expressed confidence about the 
next hundred and accelerated his drive 
toward contentious goals— sweeping 
health care overhaul, new rules to curb 
global warming and financial sector 
reform— even while working to end a 
recession and two wars.

In Chicago, a new bar opens practically every 
week. Anew, legitimate spot to hear live music 
doesn’t come along nearly as often. 

So it’s particularly surprising to have four 
new places— in four considerably differ- 
ent neighborhoods, no less— come along at 
roughly the same time, all intending to make 
an impact on the Chicago music scene in one 
way or another. We’ve got the scoop on the 
spots, one of which opened this week and the 
other three on the way Your ears will thank 
you.

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Top chef

Though Beatrice Hardnick and her son Emmanuel Abidemi 
opened Iyanze, their new Uptown West African restaurant, 
just two weeks ago, “Iyanze” is a word Hardnick’s been hearing 
for years. It’s a nickname that translates to “Man, that lady can 
cook,” or “That woman is a great cook,” earned years ago while 
cooking for family and friends in Nigeria. 

The name still fits. The mother-son team also runs Lakeview’s 
Bolat African Cuisine, and their jerk chicken, one of Hardnick’s 
non-African specialties, has drawn crowds at Taste of Chicago. 
(Bolat closed after a fire last year, but they’re now remodeling and 
expanding before reopening in July) 

Though the focus at Bolat has been solely on the food, 
Abidemi says he’s trying to create a more encompassing African 
experience at Iyanze, one that combines food, music and com- 
munity. Iyanze is BYOB for now, but a liquor license is in the 
works. Abidemi hopes to add outdoor seating by summer so 
folks can hang out with a cold beer and snack on suya, traditional 
African grilled fare, just like they do back home. 

Iyanze serves lots of the same Nigerian favorites you’d find at 
Bolat, plus dishes from Ghana and Francophone countries such 
as Togo, Guinea and, in time, Ivory Coast. Abidemi explains that 
they want cooks who hail from each country, and though the oth- 
ers are covered, an Ivoirian cook has been harder to come by 

Though most Americans are accustomed to eating meat or

veggies as a main dish with 
rice or some other starch on 
the side, that meal model is 
flip-flopped in West Africa. 

Rice or spheres of pounded 
yams called fufu ($1.99 each) 
are a main course, and small 
portions of stewed meat or fish are sides. Rice comes in endless 
varieties, from sweet coconut rice ($3.49) to jollof rice ($3.99), 
a West African staple with Senegalese roots and as many varia- 
tions as there are cooks throughout the region. At Iyanze, 
rice is cooked with tomato sauce, curry spices, thyme and bay 
leaves; the kick comes from Scotch bonnet peppers. The many 
accompaniments, from goat meat ($1.49) to tripe ($1.49) to 
oxtail ($1.99), are stewed with similar ingredients. 

A cafeteria-style setup makes for quick service, and the 
a la carte ordering system allows you to sample a little bit 
of everything— a nice perk if you’re new to West African 
food. Of course, the one international dish on the menu, 
Hardnick’s fiery jerk chicken ($4.99), is always a good bet 
too. Man, that lady can cook.

Ray Rokicki said the band searched through 
more than 200 applicants for a lead singer 
who could communicate the band’s vision 
on stage.

THE LEAK 

Hugh Jackman wasn’t happy when a 
copy of “X-Men Origins: Wolverine” was 
leaked online earlier this month. 

But the movie’s producer, along with 
20th Century Fox and director Gavin 
Hood, are fighting back. They’ve added 
two scenes to the film, which opens at 
12:01 a.m. Friday in some theaters. 

“People are seeing an unfinished film.

Revisiting a character for a third time 
could have been redundant for the reigning 
“Sexiest Man Alive.” But Hugh Jackman puts 
a new spin on an old dog in “X-Men Origins: 
Wolverine.” 

The latest installment of the popular film 
franchise that hits theaters Friday tracks 
Wolverine’s evolution over a 150 -year peri- 
od— from his conflicted childhood to his 
complicated hero days. 

“It was really challenging trying to step 
back into this character and sort of reinvent 
him from the beginning,” the always affable 
Jackman said Saturday during a news con- 
ference at the 20th Century Fox lot in L.A. 
“Essentially, I’m breezing through 100 years 
of his life and exploring things that have 
never been seen before. But it was so much 
fun watching him evolve, and I will admit that 
I’m anxious to see the response to him.” 

Outside the press tent on Saturday Jackman 
admitted to RedEye that playing Wolverine 
was much more taxing this time around. 

“Playing him this time has been like going 
to therapy,” Jackman told RedEye. 

Wolverine himself probably could use a 
session with Dr. Phil in the new film. The 
anti-hero, unlike the actor who plays him, is 
“not always a nice guy” Even though he’s des- 
perately trying to forge a new path in which 
he has no need for his foot-long adamantium 
claws, he can’t escape his past. 

Don’t expect, however, to see many of the 
folks from past “X-Men” films. “Wolverine” 
features several new and combative mutants 
who are intent on bringing Wolverine back 
into the baddie fold and a few new allies. 

Jackman had to adjust to playing the lone 
familiar hero from the past films, and without 
the assistance of his favorite “X-Men” co-star. 

“It took me a little while to get used to 
Halle Berry not being on set most days,” he 
said with a grin. 

One thing he was happy to discard was 
Wolverine’s leather suit. “That, I don’t miss,” 
Jackman joked. Since he’s living in the Canadian 
wilderness in the new film, Wolverine wears 
flannel shirts and dungarees. 

All this newness does make the Aussie native 
nervous. He’s concerned about how the film 
will be received— especially since an unfin- 
ished cut found its way onto the Internet ear- 
lier this month— and if fans will appreciate a 


seemingly gentler, more complex Wolverine. 

“I think ‘X-Men’ fans have loved Wolverine 
and all the ‘X-Men’ characters for more than 
the action,” he said. “I think that’s what set it 
apart from many of the other comic books. 

“In the case of Wolverine, when he 
appeared it was a revolution, really He was 
the first anti-hero. {With him] there is not 
just good guys versus bad guys, but an inter- 
nal battle of good and bad going on within the 
character. That’s why people related to him.” 

Even though this latest trip into the “X- 


Men” universe promises to be more intel- 
lectually intense than its predecessors, that 
doesn’t mean that the fun aspects are sacri- 
ficed. Like the first three, Jackman says, the 
action scenes deliver. 

“I want people to come and have a great 
time,” he said. “I want them to be enter- 
tained, I want them to see it on a big screen 
with their friends or whoever and just have 
a great time. But I think what we have an 
opportunity to deliver— and this is in the 
comic book itself— is to make them think a
